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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The proposed drawing correction (figures 1, 2, and 5-9) filed on May 01, 2002, 
have been approved by the examiner. Therefore, in order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, correction is required in reply to the Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 19, 20, amended claims 3, 4, 7, and 8, prior arts 

of record do not disclose transmission method for transmitting OFDM-signals, 
comprising a combination of steps: 

(1) modulating step every M-th subcarrier is modulated with a signal, wherein M is 
an integer and M > 2; 

(2) modulating the signals onto a plurality of subcarriers using a OFDM modulation 
method. 

Regarding claim 10, amended claims 9, 11, and 12, the prior arts of record do 
not disclose receiving method for receiving OFDM-signals comprising M identical or 
respectively mirrored wave forms within one OFDM-timeburst, wherein M is an integer 
and M > 2, comprising a combination of steps: 

(1) correlating the waveforms to obtain time synchronization using M-l correlators; 

(2) transforming the signal into the frequency domain. 

Regarding claim 14, amended claims 13, 15, and 16, the prior arts of record 
do not disclose receiving apparatus for receiving OFDM-signals comprising M identical 
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or respectively mirrored wave forms within one OFDM-timeburst, wherein M is an 
integer and M > 2, comprising a combination of steps: 

(1) correlating means (28, 29, 30, 3 1) correlating the waveforms to obtain time 
synchronization, wherein the correlation means includes M-l correlators; 

(2) synchronization, transformation means for transforming the signals into the 
frequency domain. 

Regarding claim 18, the prior arts of record do not disclose transmission 
system for transmitting OFDM-signals, comprising a combination of: 

(1) the transmission means for transmitting the signals characterized in that the 
modulation means every M-th subcarrier is modulated, wherein M is an integer greater 
than or equal to 2; 

(2) correlation means for correlating the waveforms to obtain time synchronization.
